EUROPE. " - ' 
ViKSNA, Dec. 12. — ^The commou 
council have issued a notice that tiio 
funeral of those victims of the liro.who 
cannot be buried by their friends, ,vill 
lake place ^londay. .-VU of tlie hos[ii- 
tals where bodies are laid out preacnt 
.agonizing scenes. 'J'ho oflicial list gives 
the number of nlissiiig ' at 917. The 
interment of identifier! began today 
shortly after day break. ' Tho Hebrew 
dead were conveyed to the JTewish por 
tion of the cemetery. Scenes at the 
graves were painful to witness. 'J'ho 
ruins of the theatre were siirronndod 
by crowds of people to-day, and the 
work of removal of debris was i;esume<l. 
It is feared that hundreds of bodies 
will be found in the blocljed-uii pas- 
sages. The cajrtain of the fire brigade 
states 'that all the inside of the thea- 
tre is a iiea[) of human bones and 
charred remains. Eraulien Pawlick, 
daughter of a well known member of 
the chamber of doputioa, who succeed- 
tsd in escaping from the theatre, whilst 
urging people outside to attempt a 
rescue of those inside was treated as 
mad by the police and forcibly made to 
cease her importunities, tlic guanls de- 
claring everybody had been rescued. A 
rylief committee had been constituted. 
The municipality contributes .'iO.OOO 
liorins. 

London, Dec 14. — Tho "St. -James 
(iazette" this evening says there is 
tiotbing in Blaine's dispatclies with 
which it would be reasonable or pro- 
fitabie for European Government to 
find fault, but thox-e is much cause for 
ihe reflection that Europe has in fu- 
ture to regard Americans as having a 
foreign policy of their own. Although 
that policy may only concern South 
America, yet, considering the court tics 
between .South America iind Eu- 
rojje, it may cross and confuse 
tho policy of European GoveruQients 
in ways and to an extent now only 
faintly foreseen, 

Dublin, Dec. H. — Kelly/i Town 
Counsellor of Tralie, was arrested yes- 
terday after leaving a meeting in aid of 
tho susjject maintenance fund at Ro- 
tunda, charged witli intimidation. 
Kelly previously was ..imprisoned for 
holding a league court at his hou.se. 

A meeting was held to-day at INIan 
aion House to organize a comtnittoe of 
iaml owners, citizens and magnates in 
support of tho Irish property defense 
association. Among those present were 
Marquis of Hamilton, Lord Chiude 
Hamilton, Lord Dunsany, and Jjord 
Suffield; also Sir Henry Tyler and John 
G. Hubbard^ members of parliament. 
It is understood the resolution was car- 
ried appointing a committee to obtain 
sabscnp6i6ns in aid of boycotted or 
other persons unable to gather their 
crops. Proceedings of the luceting 
were ramarkably harmonious. The 
political aspect of the Irish question 
was by mutual consent avoided by ail- 
vice of English sypatlJiy^erV' with Ire- 
land.

The Island Sallvay. 

There ia good ground for stating that 
the question of buildiiir,' the Island rail- 
way ia not only under the consideration of 
the C. I'. 11. .syiidicntc, but that it is fav- 
orably considered — almo2t|as good as act 
cd upon. It ia well understood that the 
temptation to tho syndicate lies less in tho 
railw.iy itself than in the land grant; but 
that is a phase of the subject with which 
the pot. pie of British Columbia feci less 
directly concerned. We want tho railway 
ami tliosyndicate wants tho vast coal stores 
comprised in tho land grant. That these 
coal lands are of immense value is beyond 
all doubt, and that it ia better thoU should 
fall into the hands of the C. P. Rq^syndi- 
cate than into thoso of foreign capitalists 
having no national interests in common 
with us is equally certain./ These groat 
coal stores are theirrcaistible power which 
shall undoubtedly control ceminerco on 
the Northern Pacific coast, and it is 
simply a ([uestion whether that power 
shall be used for or against us. The syn- 
dicate must become so thoroughly identi- 
fied with our national autonomy that it 
matters little wliethei these invaluable 
stores are held by them or by our own 
government. They will be used in pro- 
moting tho commercial supremacy of tho 
nation on' this coast J'll the same. It will 
be matter of rejoicing, not alone to Col- 
umbia but t-.' Canada, indeed, to tho em- 
pire at largo, when it shall bo finally pro- 
claimed that the C. P. R. syndicate have 
actually undertaken to construct tho la- 
land railway in return for the transfer of 
those coal stores. Of course wo, on the 
mainland, have a le.ss direct interest than 
tho people on the Island in that railway; 
but we have an interest. "Tho head can- 
not any to the foot I havo no need of 
thee." In all such matters there must be 
a community of interest, and the main- 
land will rejoice with tho Tslanu on the | 
day when it shall bo authoritatively an- 
nounced that tho C. P. 11. syndicate havo 
undertaken the construction of the Island 
railway in return for the coal lands.

Probably Anochor Fallnro of Justico. 

After quoting Tin; t'oloaist report of the 
opening of tho Court of .-Assize in this city 
the X.^iV. JJcrahl remarks as follov.-s : — 
Tho question is a serious one to tho coun- 
try, involving possible largo expenditures 
and no end of complication and incoii- 
venieiico. It is even more serious still. 
Should it happen that the courts of assize 
held throughout tho country shall bo pro- 
nounced illegal, tho consequences will, 
indeed, be serious, involving something 
more important than mere money and 
iiioonvonicnce. Two years ago the whole 
fabric of the administration of justice 
was shaken to its very foundation, us if 
by an earthquake. It can ill ondure such 
another strain. When tho judges and 
the attorney general dificr in opinion, it 
would bo prcsiunptionforus to pronounce 
upon tho legality of tho commissions; but 
one cannot conceal tho fact that in simi- 
larJditTeronccs of opiuion which havo un- 
fortunately arisen in tho past, it has turn- 
ed out that the judges wpre right and the 
attorney-geuernl wrong. In truth, tho 
opinion ^f the attornoy-goneial cannot be 
suppo.Sct! to carry much weight, in view 
of the untorminablo jumblo of bad and 
unconstitutional laws inflicted upon tho 
country during tho term of his adminis- 
tration. Should tho assizes hold here 
laat week be voided, at least one of the 
worst of a bad lot of criminals would, in 
all probability, go unwhipt of justice, in- 
aainuch as the only parties upon whoso 
evidence ii conviction could he had, havo 
left the country.

as this! (Loud and continued cheering.) 
It makes my heart glow within mo, gen- 
tlomon. While T live I and ray family 
will treasure and I will leave behind rao 
to my children, the I'omembrancOjOf this 
enthusiastic rcceptionif cthitf "roneWedj 'Ex- 
pression of confideiicd Held o'lit'to' mo "^by 
tho pooplo of Ontario and by you, gentle- 
men, yesterday and to-day.
